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Raising the 
flag of Ukraine

Members of the Ukrainian 
community in Bradford West 
Gwillimbury came together 
on Aug. 23, to celebrate Inde¬ 
pendence Day of Ukraine, 
and raise the Ukrainian flag - 
blue, representing Ukraine’s 
sky, mountains and rivers; and 
gold, representing fields of 
wheat - at the Bradford Court¬ 
house. 

It was a salute to Ukrainian 
culture and heritage. Many in 
the all-ages crowd wore tradi¬ 
tional embroidered costumes, 
and joined in the singing of 
both Canadian and Ukrainian 
national anthems. 

“Canada was the first coun¬ 
try to recognize the Inde¬ 
pendence of Ukraine, 24 years 
ago," said Conservative House 
Leader Peter Van Loan. One of 
five Canadian politicians fac¬ 
ing sanctions from the Putin 
regime, and banned travel in 
Russia, Van Loan spoke of “the 
suffering under the Commu¬ 
nist regime,” and the Holodo- 
mor - the government-sanc¬ 
tioned genocide by starva¬ 
tion, under Stalin, that killed 
as many as 7.5 million Ukrain¬ 
ians in 1932-33. 

“Ukraine continues to make 
progress,” Van Loan said, 


although there has been no res¬ 
olution of the current incursions 
by Russian-backed separatists. 
"We will continue to show our 
solidarity with the great people 
ofUkraine.” 

Bradford West Gwillim¬ 
bury Mayor Rob Keffer was 
joined by Deputy Mayor James 
Leduc, and Councillors Peter 
Ferragine, Peter Dykie Jr., 
Gary Lamb, Gary Baynes, and 
Marc Contois, in proclaim¬ 
ing August 23 as Independ¬ 
ence Day ofUkraine in the 
municipality - and presented 
both the proclamation and a 
photo, taken this summer at 
the Holomodor Memorial in 
Edmonton, to the organizers. 

For Councillor Dykie it was a 
special occasion, celebrating his 
Ukrainian heritage “on a beauti¬ 
ful sunny day... It represents our 
hearts. Our hearts are open.” 

The event saw recitations 
of poetry and songs, serv- 

cabbage rolls and perogies, 
and prayers, for the future of 
the country. Rt. Rev. Conrad 
Dachuck, of St. Catherine of 
Alexandria Byzantine Cath¬ 
olic Church, prayed for the 
future of the country: “Save 
Your people and bless Your 
inheritance... and by the 
power of Your cross, protect 
Your community.”

A 
month ago, the team was left for dead 
in the wake of the big bad Yankees.

Tired of being the kid on the beach 
who gets sand kicked in his face, 
the brain trust of the team spent the 
farm to get high-priced talent An ace 
pitcher, a slugging shortstop, a speedy 
outfielder and some bullpen depth 
later and this team is on fire. 

Suddenly, it is impossible to get a 
ticket for the Rogers Centre, which 
is selling out even hosting doormats 
such as Oakland on a Thursday 
afternoon. Unheard of 

Every night the team seems to 
set TV ratings records, quickly 
approaching two million viewers a 
game. 


Hockey remains Canada’s signature 
sport and we all have our favourite 
regional teams. The same is true of 
the CFL, with the Saskatchewan 
Roughriders' Green Army the closest 
thing to a national coalition in that 

The Raptors are similar to the Jays 
in that they are Canada's only team 
in their league. As a result, we saw 
a glimpse of the fever in the NBA 
playoffs. But the Raptors sputter, and 
until they get over the hump and 
capture more of that ever-growing 
youth basketball demographic, they 
won’t be Canada’s team. 

The Blue Jays — as long as they're 
winning—are Canada's team. The 
power of a fen base coast to coast 
is undeniable. West Coasters and 
Albertans turn Seatde Mariners 
games into home games for the Jays. 
Fans in Saskatchewan, Manitoba 
and northwestern Ontario take over 
Target Field when the Jays play the 
Minnesota Twins. Southern Ontarians 
do the same in Detroit and Cleveland; 
Maritimers for the Red Sox, Yankees 
and even Tampa Bay. 

When Don Cherry told Canadians 
to vote Jays’ third baseman Josh 
Donaldson into the all-star game, they 
listened. 

Wouldn’t it be so Canadian to have a 
World Series game on election night?

mendation came from the 
BWG Heritage Committee. 

“My first thought is, wow, 
that’s a lot of money,” said 
Councillor Peter Ferragine, 
but on reflection, he said, “I 
think you need to have a high 
incentive, to keep heritage in 
this town.” 

Council was not prepared 


to endorse the idea, without 
further information on crite¬ 
ria and the financial impact 
of the incentive. 

Councillor Mark Contois, 
while supporting the concept 
of incentives for heritage, 
asked staff to provide a list of 
the town’s Century buildings, 
and reviewwhat other munic¬ 
ipalities are doing, "what kind 
of incentives they give." He 
also called for clarification, of 
what would and would not be 
eligible for the rebate. 

CAO Geoff McKnight 
promised “staff will report 
back with a draft policy that 
follows the permission set 


outunderthe Municipal Act” 
He noted that, if approved, 
homeowners would be 
required to sign an agree¬ 
ment with the town, setting 
out the level of maintenance 
required - and spelling out 
the repercussions of not liv¬ 
ing up to the agreement. 

McKnight noted that 40% 
was the maximum tax rebate 
permitted under the Munic- 
ipal Act; council could 
choose a lesser amount, 
or provide other grants. If 
the town does opt for a tax 
rebate program, the County 
of Simcoe will match the 
reduction on its portion of 


the property tax, he said - 
as long as the homeowner 
maintains the property. 

Councillor Peter Dykie 
Jr. asked for “a rough esti¬ 
mate of what this might cost 
us,” the number of potential 
applicants, and the impact 
on the budget. 

Councillor Raj Sandhu 
agreed, asking that the 
motion be deferred until the 
staff report comes back. "I 
don’t feel comfortable agree¬ 
ing to 40% until we have all 
the facts.” 

Council voted to wait for 
more information on the 
financial impact, and details

In a special service at St. 
Catherine of Alexandria Cath¬ 
olic Church in Bond Head, 
August 16, Rt. Rev. Mitred 
Archpriest Conrad Dachuck 
re-dedicated the church’s 
bells - a small bell dating 
back to the original Trinity 
Anglican Church founded by 
Rev. Featherstone Osier, and 
a new, larger bell recently 
donated to the church. 

Father Dachuck shared 
the story of the new bell, 

Welland, Ont., where he led 
three churches - St. Michael’s 
Ukrainian, a Slovak Catho¬ 
lic Church, and St. John’s 
Hungarian Catholic Church, 
located across the road from 
the Hungarian Presbyterian 
Church. Although divided by 
language in their home coun¬ 
tries, the churches in Welland 
got along well, attending each 
other's fundraisers in support 
of the faith community. 

On a visit back to Welland 
about three years ago, Father 
Dachuck saw that the Hun- 


had closed its doors, and was 
up for sale. The bell sat out¬ 
side, on a metal tower. 

He called the realtor, and 
asked if his church could pur¬ 
chase the bell. The answer 
was no; the bell had been a 


gift to the Hungarian Presby¬ 
terian Church, which would 
give the bell to St. Cather¬ 
ine’s. All they had to do was 
come and pick it up. 

Father Dachuck and two 

Welland with a flatbed truck 
- only to discover that the 

expected. Cast in Troy, New 
York circa 1900, the steel bell 
weighed about 700 lbs. 

While they were standing 
there, wondering "How are we 
going to move it?” a passerby 
stopped to ask if he could help. 
He owned a crane. 

The bell was lifted on to the 


truck, and delivered to the 
parking lot at St. Catherine’s, 
where it sat for the next three 
years, while the church puz¬ 
zled over the next step: how to 
install it in the church tower. 

It was last June at the Pil¬ 
grimage for St. Jude - the 
Patron Saint of Lost Causes 
and Hopeless cases - that 
an attendee saw and asked 
about the bell. Learning the 
story, the woman volunteered 
to find an installer, contact¬ 
ing the Anglican Diocese and 
tracking down expert Martin 
Elderhorst, in Kingston. 

On August 5, the bell was 
finally installed - fitting 


through the opening with half 
an inch to spare - but that’s not 
the end of die story. 

The cost of installation 
was over $4000, a big bill for 
a church that is struggling to 
maintain its historic building. 
It was the legacy left to the 
church by the late Ilda Vaz of 
Scarborough, and a donadon 
by RL Rev. Dachuck, in mem¬ 
ory of his parents Albert H. 
and Anne (Boris) Dachuck, 
that made it possible. 

“St. Jude, in his own way, 
took care of the bell.” 

At the rededication serv¬ 
ice, Father Conrad said, 
“The bell, in a way is a call. 
It is a call to worship, a joy¬ 
ful noise.” He noted that the 
original bell had a faint note 
that could barely be heard 
beyond the confines of the 
tower, and was drowned out 
by the hymns. The new bed 
has a more majestic tone - 
“the majesty of our calling to 
worship. It is like an Evange- 
lizer, calling people to wor¬ 
ship, calling people to God.” 

Praying for all those who 
made the bell’s Installation 
possible, Father Dachuck 
said, “We have much to 
be grateful for. That sound 
will inspire you to lift up 
your voice, to lift up your 
thoughts... in memory of 
all who answered its call to 
praise God."

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House fire in Bradford

Neighbours use garden hoses to fight a fire in a home on Slack St. in Bradford on 
Wednesday Aug. 19. Around 3:45 p.m. on August 19, Bradford West Gwillimbury Fire and 
Emergency Services were called to a structure fire in a home on Slack St. in Bradford. 
They arrived within nine minutes, to find smoke coming from the roof and eaves of the 
home, and neighbours, who had called in the blaze, attempting to fight the fire using 
garden hoses. Firefighters extinguished the blaze, which caused extensive damage to the 
downstairs family room, and heat and smoke damage to other areas on the main floor. Fire 
Chief Kevin Gallant estimated damages at about $80,000. “It was caught early I enough, 
I didn’t see any structural damage,” Chief Gallant said, but the repairs will be extensive. 
“They'll be out of the house, for a period of time." The fire started in the main floor family 
room, which was “gutted", but the cause of the blaze is "officially undetermined" at this 
point, he said, although it is not suspicious in origin. No one was home at the time of the 
fire, although the owners returned while firefighters were still on the scene. 


Tweaking the bus routes

Bradford West Gwillimbury 
transit is proposing changes to 
its bus routes, after receiving 
requests from council and con¬ 
sulting with the public, transit 
co-ordinator Adam Alessan- 
drini told councillors in the Aug 
18meeting of Committee of the 
Whole. 

Route 1 - the 40-minute bus 
trip along Holland St between 
the GO Train Station and 
SmartCentre (Walmart) - will 
add stops at the BWG Family 
Health Centre at 100 Holland 
Court and Condominium at 
200 Holland Court eastbound, 
and continue to service 100 
Miller Park both east and west- 

The bus will also start fifteen 
minutes earlier, leaving from 
the SmartCentre at 6:45 a.m. to 
arrive in time for GO Train and 
bus service Mon. to Fri. - and 
projected travel time will be cut 
from 40 to 35 minutes, to allow 
two additional loops per day. 

Changes are also proposed 
for Route 2, the hour-long route 
that winds through town along 
arterial roads. Route 2 will add 
Zehrs Market, and once road 
construction on Melbourne 


Drive is completed, travel on 
Melbourne, providing service to 
both Holy Trinity Catholic High 
School and 100 Miller Park. 

With all of the additions, and 
a stopover at the leisure centre, 
which becomes a transit hub 
for both bus routes, Alessan- 
drini said that some of the exist¬ 
ing Route 2 stops will have to be 
dropped: SmartCentre, the por¬ 
tion of the route along Holland 
St East firm Barrie St to the GO 
station, and the side trip down 
Simcoe Road to the Danube 
Seniors Leisure Centre from the 

Extremely low ridership 
to the Danube Centre over a 
10-month period, and plans to 
reconstruct Simcoe Rd. south 
of the 6th Line in 2016, led to the 
decision to eliminate the Dan¬ 
ube Centre stop, at least tempo- 

Riders will be able to transfer 
from one route to the other at 
any pointwheie the routes cross 
- or at the Leisure Centre tran¬ 
sit hub. Alessandrini noted that 
that the wait times to transfer 
to Route 1 or Route 2 buses will 
vary greatly at the hub, mostly 
from 5 to 20 minutes. “Worst 
case scenario is a 30-minute 
wait That would happen twice 
in the day,” he said. 


The changes will have an 
impact beyond service levels. To 
create a stop at the BWG Fam¬ 
ily Health Centre on Holland 
Court, parking will have to be 
eliminated for about 80 metres 
along the west side of the court, 
to allow the buses room to turn 
around. 

There is a minor additional 
cost; the changes will add $5,348 
to the cost of Route 1; $2,960 to 
Route 2. Four new bus pads on 
Route 2 will cost $4,800. 

And there is no guarantee 
that the new Route 1 travel time 
of 35 minutes will be achievable. 
That is something that will have 
to be tested, Alessandrini said 

Councillors endorsed the 
proposal. 

“The residents seemed quite 
pleased with the changes,” said 
Mayor Rob Keffer, referring to a 
meeting held with residents of 
100 Miller Park. “The seniors are 
great users of our transit” 

'We’re going to be listening to 
the residents, in making changes,” 
said Deputy Mayor James Leduc. 

Alessandrini later noted that 
the changes willbe implemented 
sometime in mid-September -

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It’s not just about calling 911’: police

I WISFII -'I he Ontario SPCA 
and police services across the 
province have banded together 
to try and prevent children and 
animals from being left in vehi¬ 
cles. 

They've launched Operation 
VALUE. - Vulnerable Animals 
Left Unattended Everyday - to 
create public awareness. 

“It’s not just about calling 
911 when they see a dog in the 
car,” said South Simcoe Dep¬ 
uty Chief Andrew Fletcher at 
the local launch of the initiative, 
held Thursday at Titnger Outlet 
Mall, near Cookstown. “It’s pre¬ 
vention. It's ayear-round safety 
initiative, whether it’s hot days 
or cold days.” 

Research has shown that 
temperatures inside a vehicle 
on a sunny summer day - even 
with the windows open - can 
quickly rise to over 50 degrees 
Celsius, enough to cause heat 
stroke, or even death 

The normal internal body 
temperature of a dog is 38C to 
39C degrees C; at 40C degrees, 
the animal is at risk of heat 
stroke. At 41 C degrees, the 


result can be otgan failure and 
brain damage. 

Prevention - leaving the 
dog at home when planning 
errands, or removing the dog 
from the car - can not only 
save the cost of an emergency 
response, it can save lives, 
Fletcher said. “The public can 
call 310-SPCA to contact an 
OSPCA Inspector as well as911, 
to report animals lefiin vehicles. 
Together ,we can make a dif¬ 
ference, to make sure pets are 

“Each and every year, we 
hearthosecalls come through, 
of pets left in vehicles,” said 
OSPCA Insp. Brad Dewar, not¬ 
ing that every year pets suffer 

“There are laws to prevent 
animal abuse and neglect and 
they need to be adhered to,” he 

Leaving a pet in a car can 
result in charges under the 
OSPCA Act, for causing or per¬ 
mitting distress or harm to ani¬ 
mal. On conviction, the owner 
can face a maximum penalty of 
a fine of up to $60,000, up to two 
years in jail, and a life-time pro¬ 
hibition, on pet ownership. 

Charges can also be laid 



under the Criminal Code of 
Canada, for neglect, abandon¬ 
ment, or causing unnecessary 
suffering or injury to an animal 

Dewar said that calls to the 
OSPCA generally jump from 
about one to two per day, to 10 
to 15 a day during the summer 
months, provincially - many 
of the calls coming from the 
GTA, and many involving dogs 
lockedinhotvehides. 


“One death is too many. For 
me, it’s not a stats game, a num¬ 
bers game,” Dewar said 
And he has heard just about 
every excuse, ftom owners. 

“There is no good excuse for 
leavingapetinavehicle. Ifyou 
knowyou’re going somewhere, 
and your pet’s going with you, 


In reporting a pet locked 
in a car, the OSPCA or police 
will need to know the make of

the vehicle, the location, the 
licence, and the state of the dog 
if it is alert and barking or "lying 
there,” panting. Dewar urged 
residents to call310-SPCA if the 
animal is in distress. 

Operation V.A.L.U.E. also 
reminds drivers to take ensure 
their animals are transported 

“A dog jumping on their lap 
- that’s distracted driving at its 


best,” said Fletcher, adding a 
large dog left unsecured in the 
backseat can become a deadly 
projectile in a crash. 

He said leaving a pet in a hot 
vehicle could be a sign of other 
serious issues. 

“The people who intention¬ 
ally neglect or abuse their pets 
might intentionally neglect their 
children, or abuse their spouse,"
